(Omtinued  from  page  4) 
tened  constantly,  but  atm  Christtans . 
found  ways  to  communicate  their 
faith,  he  said. 

Meanwhile  his  family  went  to 
Havana  to  live  with  Mrs.  America 
Pedrosa,  Carmen’s  mother,  who  had 
always  been  a  source  of  strength. 

After  his  release,  Piche  worked  in 
various  churches,  interrupted  by 
periods  when  the  government  would 
assign  him  to  agricultural  work  in  the 
fielda. ’Though  be  could  preach,  be  was 
not  allowed  by  the  government  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  salary  from  a  church,  because 
of  Mb  farmer  impriaomnent 

For  years  Cuba’s  west  was  served 
by  Southern  Baptist  missiottaries  and 
tte  east  by  American  Baptist  mla- 

iled  in  their  work,  with  about  l.fOO 
BapQsts  fai  the  ivest  and  about  7,000  in 
the  east  “The  Baptist  Omventioo  still 
exists,  and  so  doM  the  Baptist  semi¬ 
nary.” 

But  because  It  is  so  difficult  to  have 
religious  meetinp,  people  become 
discouraged  and  ^t  trying,  or  even-' 
tuaUy  stop  going  to  t^m,  he  sMd. 
Permission  must  be  gained  from  the 
government  for  a  church-related 
meHing.  Somethnee  the  government 
grants  the  permissioo;  sometimes 


they  don’t  Sometimes  they  say  yes, 
and  at  the  last  minute  change  their 
ndnds. 

“Only  the  most  committed  of  Christ¬ 
ians  wiU  profess  their  faith,”  he  said, 
“for  fear  of  having  their  government- 
granted  living  and  working  coadiboos 
affected.” 

But  bi  apite  of  these  pressures  and 
difficultiea,  and  a  lack  of  Bibles,  the 
Clwistian  work  “is  still  being  carried 
on  by  pastors  who  were  never  impris¬ 
oned.”  He  said  that  no  Baptist  minis¬ 
ters  are  currently  priaooers  in  Cuba. 
And  he  added,  “Castro’s  regime  has 
not  taken  a  derire  to  |eok  to  God  from 
the  Cuban  peogfe,  including  the  young 
people.”  .

$80,000  Violin. 
From  Virginian 

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.  -  A  prised  vio¬ 
lin,  built  by  the  teadier  af  Stradivarius 
and  valued  at  880,000,  has  been  given  to 
Southern  Baptist  TheMogical  Saasi- 
oary  by  a  Virginia  Baptist  layman. 

The  violin  was  crafted  in  1782  by 
Vincenxe  Rugeri  of  Oemona,  Italy, 
and  has  been  the  cherUbed  poaaeaaion 
of  C.  S.  Webb,  a  Baptist  physician  in 
Bowling  (Jrean,  Va. 

Proceeds  bom  the  sale  of  the  au^ 
Ihenticated  instrument  will  be  used  to 
equip  the  seminary’s  orchastra,  a  part 
of  the  rapidly  growing  inatnunental 
church  music  program  at  Southern 
Seminary.  The  unique  program 
teaches  ministers  of  music  bow  io  da- 
yeloplheskillsaf  lay  persons,  trained 
in  high  school  and  college  bands  and 
orcheatras,  for  use  in  woraUp,  out¬ 
reach,  and  miasions. 

Webb,  who  practices  dentistry,  is  an 
accompliafaed  violinist  who  performs 
fewilarly  with  symphony  orchestras 
in  Fredericksburg  and  Richmond,  Va.
